A car-pickup truck crash Sat­ 
urday morning on Indiana 63 
near Terre Haute killed Terry 
E. Harris, 24, Clinton. Injured in 
tht accident was John Evans, 
51, Bloomingdale, who was re­ 
ported in satisfactory condition 
at a Terre Haute hospital. 
Ernest Woodruff Jr., 23, Au­ 
rora, was killed early Saturday 
when his automobile struck a 
utility pole on Indiana 56 just 
south of Rising Sun. 
Austin Morrison, 20, Lake Vil­ 
lage, was killed Saturday in a 
motorcycle truck accident on In­ 
diana 32 in Delaware County. 
State police said the vehicle 
skidded and struck a utility 
pole. 
Pat T O’Brien, 23, Merrill­ 
ville, was killed Saturday in 
Merrillville when he lost control 
of his car and hit a culvert. 
A two-car crash Friday night 
on U.S. 36 six miles west of 
Danville killed Thomas Overton, 
36, Danville and Jerry Sergent, 
Rt.

NEW YORK (AP) — The po­ 
lice say they have learned that 
the shooting of Joseph A. Co­ 
lombo Sr., resulted from a pow­ 
er struggle in the “Italian un­ 
derworld community” and they 
fear a general gangland war 
may break out. 
Colombo, the reputed leader 
of a Brooklyn underworld fami­ 
ly, was shot and critically 
wounded Monday prior to a ral­ 
ly of the Italian-American Civil 
Rights League, which he found­ 
ed. Police say Jerome A. John­ 
son, 24, fired three shots at Co­ 
lombo and then himself was 
slain by an unknown gunman. 
“It looks at this time that 
Johnson, the black man who 
shot Colombo and was in turn 
slain, was a hired gunm an- 
hired by the Italian underworld 
community,”

press relations, said Friday.

Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
was the keynote speaker of the 
evening. He left the podium 
hoarse after delivering a speech 
at high decibal rate to overcome 
dissension

youths. 
Special police on hand made 
no arrests, but said those who 
attempted to shout down Hartke 
were members of Students for a 
Democratic Society and the 
Progressive Labor Party. 
“No ruling class speakers,” 
the 
youthful 
demonstrators 
shouted. 
The convention, sponsored by 
the National Peace Action Coali­ 
tion, is being held at Hunter Col­ 
lege here, 
Hartke called his opponents 
“warmongers who are not for 
peace.” 
“President Nixon and the peo­ 
ple who shouted at me are in 
the same boat,” he said. He 
called them a very small minor­ 
ity of “not true blooded Ameri­ 
cans.”

Flow Of Heroin 
From Mideast, 
Europe Curbed 
PARIS (AP) — The U.S. Nar­ 
cotics Bureau is claiming ma­ 
jor successes in cutting down 
the flow of heroin from Europe 
and the Middle East to the 
United States. 
But the bureau’s director for 
Europe, John T. Cusack, ac­ 
knowledges that the French 
processing labs that turn mor­ 
phine base into heroin are still 
untouched. And he says Turkish 
opium growers continue high 
production, although officials 
there are trying to dry up the 
black market and have agreed 
to stop growing opium next 
year. 
Cusack based his claim of 
success on narcotics seizures 
made by European police de­ 
partments with the assistance 
of intelligence, expertise or 
money from the U.S. Narcotics 
Bureau. 
Pollution Bad 
In White River 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - A 
State Board of Health official 
said Friday Indianapolis is 
dumping into the White River 
the equivalent of “the raw sew­ 
age of a city of 200,000 persons.” 
Indianapolis industries con­ 
tribute about as much sewage as 
two million residents, said Oral 
Hert, director of the board’s wa­ 
ter pollution section. He said 
this is added to the waste from 
Indiana citizens served by the 
sewage system. 
This means that the 8 per cent 
which gets past the sewage 
plants is equivalent to the waste 
from 200,000 individuals, Hert 
said. 
He added, “The chief solution 
to cleaning the river is ad­ 
vanced sewage treatment for In­ 
dianapolis.” 
Hert said the water is clean 
enough north of the city for 
fisherman to catch smallmouth 
bass in White River. “Anymore 
you have to go south of Martins­ 
ville for the river to have 
cleaned itself by any certain 
amount,” he said.

Draft Boards

resumed all operations except 
inductions,

The state Selective Service 
director said actual inductions 
must await Congress’ action on 
extending the draft law “but 
otherwise we are continuing 
with every other phase of oper­ 
ations.” 
Draft boards were ordered to 
suspend operations early this 
week when the latest extension 
expired. But on Thursday the 
national director of Selective 
Service ordered boards to re­ 
sume all work except induc­ 
tions, Rhodes said. 
National Director Curtis W. 
Tarr also said the 1973 draft 
lottery, which had been planned 
in about two weeks, will be re­ 
scheduled after Congress agrees 
on the extension. 
Rhodes said the hassle in 
Washington has had no effect in 
Indiana yet, because the state 
had not received any draft call 
for July.

I1 inal arguments were set for 
today. 
Ford, the white author of 
* J he Liberation of Lord Byron 
Jones,” is accused of fatally 
shooting a Negro serviceman, 
George Doaks Jr., 21, in a car 
on the driveway of Ford’s es­ 
tate last November. 
Ford, 42, was the first de­ 
fense witness Friday. His law­ 
yers rested their case late Fri­ 
day. 
Ford’s lawyers attempted to 
bring into testimony comments 
by the novelist on a series of 
threatening 
telephone 
calls 
against both him and his 17- 
year-old son, Charles. 
However, Circuit Court Judge 
Richard Jerman ruled that un­ 
der prior Tennessee Supreme 
Court decision, the testimony 
could not be introduced. 
Otherwise, Jerman said, Ford 
and other defense witnesses 
could only testify as to Ford’s 
state of mind as a result of the 
threats. 
During cross 
examination, 
Ford said no one in the car in 
which Doaks was shot to death 
said anything to him and that 
he couldn’t identify anyone in 
the car until Doaks’ girl com­ 
panion got out of the car after 
the shooting. 
The girl who was in the car 
with Doaks, Alie B. Andrews, 
16, was the state’s star witness. 
She had said Doaks was lost 
when he drove onto Ford’s 37- 
acre estate^ 
Ford, charged with first-de­ 
gree murder, said he heard a 
car drive around his home and 
park in a position where its oc­ 
cupants could “waylay” his 
son. 
He said he got a rifle, went 
down to the road and fired two 
warning shots. After the first 
shot, he said, he got no re­ 
sponse so he went to the car, 
hit it with the rifle butt and 
fired a second shot. 


Tennessee, and Ligia Lucrecia 
Sanchez Archila, 23, of Guate­ 
mala, were reported to have or­ 
dered the blue Boeing 707 to 
take off when they saw scores 
of military police standing by. 
The hijackers were said to 
have become angry when they 
1 saw a squad of air police and a 
small truck blocking the tax­ 
iway to the civilian side of the 
sprawling airport, where they 
wanted to go. 
The two, armed with pistols 
and a suitcase they said con­ 
tained explosives, first forced 
the Texas-bound plane to land 
at Monterrrey, Mexico, and 
then to fly on to Lima, Peru, 
after collecting $100,000 in ran­ 
som for a hostage. They had 
freed 100 passengers and three 
stewardesses. 
The four-engine jet touched 
down at the military side of 
Galeao Airport at 10:12 a.m. lo­ 
cal time. 
It taxied toward a military 
hangar where scores of mili­ 
tary police were deployed. Sud­ 
denly, it turned around and tax­ 
ied back onto the ramp. 
The plane took off at 10:25 
a.m., bound for Buenos Aires, 
said airport officials. 


Before the jet touched down, 
a police officer had said mili­ 
tary authorities were not going 
to let the plane take off again. 
The Boeing 707 jet was carry­ 
ing 110 persons, including seven 
crew members, enroute to San 
Antonio, Texas, from Acapulco, 
Mexico, when the hijackers 
threatened to blow it up. The 
pilot circled over San Antonio 
and then flew back across the 
border to Monterrey where the 
hijackers let the stewardesses 
and all of the passengers ex­ 
cept one leave the plane. 
They threatened to kill the 
passenger-hostage, Monica Am­ 
paro Garza, unless $100,000 in 
ransom was paid and they were 
given safe passage. 
The money, in unmarked 
bills, was supplied by the 
Nuevo Leon state government 
and delivered to the plane in an 
armored car by Eduardo Esca­ 
milla, Braniff manager in Mon­ 
terrey. 
One of the freed hostesses, 
Alicia de la Fuente, carried the 
money in a plastic bag into the 
plane and was permitted to

Ten Years Of Glue Sniffing Leave 
Man, 26, In Pitiful Condition 
MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Dazed 
and trembling from the effects 
of 10 years of glue sniffing, 
Barry Draper stood before a 
judge who said, “I’m going to 
v i o l a t e your constitutional 
rights, but it might keep you al­ 
ive.” 
Criminal Court Judge Alfonso 
Sepe then ordered Draper, 26, 
held on a charge of parole vio­ 
lation, even though Draper was 
not represented by an attorney 
and was not offered a chance to 
seek representation. 
Draper appeared in court 
Friday after his probation offi­ 
cer, Gerard Verzaal, found him 
lying “flat on his back” on a 
boat he owned. 
Verzaal, 23, 
said 
Draper 
“couldn't stand up, had in­ 
fected sores all over his body 
and had a high fever.” 
Verzaal said he took Draper, 
a veteran, to a Veterans Ad­ 
ministration Hospital for treat­ 
ment, but the hospial wouldn't 
admit him. A county hospital 
also said Draper did not need 
in-patient care. 
Verzaal, who had a parolee 
die of heroin overdose last 
year, said Draper had been 
sniffing glue since he was 16, 
“and I’m afraid he’s going to 
die, 
“I’d rather see him in Rai- 


ford Prison for three years 
than see him die on the street,” 
Verzaal said. “At least he’d be 
alive those three years. 
“He’s not a danger to society, 
but he’s going to die if he 
doesn’t get help,” Verzaal told 
the judge. 
Judge Sepe watched Draper, 
who stood mute throughout the 
hearing, then ordered him ex­ 
amined immediately by court- 
appointed 
physicians. 
Judge 
Sepe said he wanted Draper ex­ 
amined for possible brain dam­ 
age as well as his obvious phys­ 
ical ailments. 
Draper was first arrested in 
1965 on charges "of possession of 
burglary tools, breaking and 
entering and petty larceny. He 
was placed on two year proba­ 
tion, which has been extended 
regularly. 
Three months ago, Draper 
was arrested on charges of glue 
sniffing and possession of mari­ 
juana Judge Sepe extended his 
probation for another year.

Tall Radio Tower Goes Up In County 


\ 


One of the tallest towers of 
its kind is going up in Rush 
County, with work almost com­ 
pleted. The new broadcast and 
receiving tower of Rush County 
Broadcasting Corporation is lo­ 
cated a few miles northwest of 
Rushville. 
The 
company 
erecting 
the 
tower Is from Plymouth, Indi­ 
ana. This company specializes 
in work like this, here and in 
several surrounding states, 
The new tower, will be 550 
feet tall when completed. It is 
erected in 20-foot sections, each 
bolted to the section below, and 
held verticle with seven three- 
point 
cables, 
each 
terminal 
point consisting of an anchor 
buried in a huge concrete base. 


In the accompanying picture, 
Gene Kinman, president of Rush 
County Broadcasting Corpora­ 
tion, and Jim Dempsey, com­ 
pany employe, watch a mem­ 
ber of the erection crew do 
some welding on the top section. 
The other picture shows work­ 
men being hoisted to the top 
of the tower. These two men 
work atop the tower, securing 
each 20-foot section in place, 
and attaching the steel guy ca­ 
bles, 
It will be possible to see the 
flashing lights atop 
the tower 
from anywhere within approxi­ 
mately 20 miles radius.

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ANOTHER KILLER FAVORED 


It was a discouraging day for law en­ 
forcement in the U. S. Supreme Court 
Monday. 
Most disturbing was the reversal of a 
death sentence for Richard F. Speck, 
whose guilt m the brutal m urder of eight 
nurses in Chicago in 1968 was not even 
an issue. 
Another nurse, who could well have 
been the ninth victim, hid in terror as 
Speck methodically went about his job 
of killing the eight helpless young wom­ 
en. She saw it happen and was the chief 
witness against Speck at his trial. 
But because 
about 
50 
prospective 
jurors were excluded after they said they 
opposed capital punishm ent, the high 
court has now held th at in effect Speck 
did not get a fair trial. This is based on a 
decision of the court two years after the 
bizarre murders that persons opposed to 
the death penalty could not autom atical­ 
ly be excluded from a jury hearing a 
m urder case, as has been a general court­ 
room practice. 
The theory behind this exclusion has 
been that if a juror knowingly opposed 
to capital punishm ent is given a seat, 
the death penalty would never be return­ 
ed no m atter how brutal the m urder nor 
how horrible the circumstances under 
which it was committed. 
At the time the court ruled against 
this exclusion practice, it was said that 
it would be a blow at capital punishm ent. 
So far it is not clear if Speck will face a 
second trial or if lower courts simply will 
reconsider his penalty. At any rate, 
should he get a life term instead of the 
chair, does anyone believe he will serve 
it to its fullest extent? Hardly. A parole 
after a few years likely will be the result. 
One cannot help but wonder about the 
feelings of the families of those young 
nurses whose lives were so needlessly and 
so violently snuffed out during that 
night of horror in their Chicago living 
quarters and for no reason at all. 
If there had been a question of Speck’s 
guilt, which there was not, further in­ 
quiry by the court would be in order. His 
escaping the death penalty stands as 
added proof th at technicalities are more 
and more tipping the scales of justice in 
favor of the accused rather than protect­ 
ing society. 
The probability of developments pre­ 
cisely such as these is w hat causes cases 
to drag on and on, endlessly and in­ 
terminably, through one court after an­ 
other. This is not to say th at the inno­ 
cent should ever be punished. Not at all. 
But the guilty should be. And swiftly.

Jesus Christ is the great Anthropolo­ 
gist. He alone knows all about man, for 
He was present when Adam and Eve 
were created. 
As a science, anthropology deals with 
questions relating to primitive man, the 
distinctions of races and the factors in 
m an’s development and progress. While 
Christ never saw fit to disclose all the 
mysteries of historical man, He focused 
upon him in a theological sense and 
taught about his religious and moral as­ 
pects. 
Both by parable and proposition the 
Master taught th at man was once in the 
image of God, th at by disobedience he 
m arred th at ima^e himself , and th at the 
story of redemption is really the story of 
God’s love for man. The price paid for 
m an’s recovery reveals the true value 
which the Heavenly Father places upon 
His offspring. 
Jesus dealt more thoroughly with the 
soul of man. Nor did He avoid those deep 
and knotty questions in treating; this all- 
im portant subject. He taught th at the 
hum an soul was something of infinite 
value, worth more than all combined 
m aterial assets of the world. He drove 
home this solemn tru th with a hard-hit­ 
ting question: “For what shall it profit 
a man if he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul?”

POINT TO PONDER 
Today we met a farm tractor driven by 
an acquaintance and drawing a grain- 
bed wagon. The outfit was followed by a 
line of seven or eight automobiles, forced 
to slow to the tractor’s speed, and unable 
to pass. 
This is not an unusual scene in our 
rural community. It occurs simply be­ 
cause equipment must be moved from 
point to point, and our highways are 
the only way for a farm er to go. 
When opportunity occurs, most drivers 
of farm equipment pull to the side to let 
autos pass. From the tractor driver’s 
high vantage point, he can see the high­ 
way ahead, and may signal the motorist 
when it is safe to pass. 
From now to the end of grain harvest, 
an increasing num ber of slow-moving 
farm outfits will be on our highways, de­ 
livering grain from field to elevator. 
Thousands and thousands of bushels of 
grain will be transported. 
There are laws and safety codes gov­ 
erning the movement of slow vehicles on 
our highways. These laws change from 
year to year, each change designed to 
eliminate risk of mishap and accident. 
Agricultural people in our community 
know these laws, and, in most instances, 
comply. 
Laws and compliance are not enough 
to insure highway safety. At this time of 
accelerated farm equipment use of our 
highways, it behooves the motorist to be 
constantly alert, use extreme care and 
patience, with particular attention in re­ 
gard to speed. 
If you are caught in a slow-moving 
line, be sure the motorist behind you 
understands the situation in time to 
avoid collision. Don’t swear at the farm 
tractor and wagon causing your delay. 
He m ight be your friend and neighbor!

“ My feet are killing me,” 
was the sign-off of a popular 
country-western star 
Aching feet have caused no 
known fatalities, but have made 
many people wish they were 
dead. I have a special inter­ 
est in the subject. At the time 
1 was graduating from High 
School, 
armed 
with 
a 
West 
Point appointment, I underwent 
a day long admission physical. 
At the end of the day after pas­ 
sing with flying colors, it was 
found that I had flat feet. Out 
the door went the appointment 
as the Army doctors informed 
me that I would never be an of­ 
ficer and most assuredly could 
never be in the Infantry. 
One war later I found my­ 
self a rifle platoon leader in the 
Infantry. 
Physical 
standards 
had changed, but my feet had 
not. In spite of the handicap, 
I never fell out of any march 
and have continued an interest 
in the subject of feet. 
It was interesting to discuss 
the care of feet with a podia­ 
trist, one trained in caring for 
disorders of the feet. They are 
not doctors, and are not auth­ 
orized to practice in hospitals. 
Legislation is being sought to 
change the situation. Indiana is 
one of only 14 states that does 
not permit Podiatrists to prac­ 
tice in hospitals. 
Fine schools in the U. S. 
train 
Chiropodists, 
another 
name for a foot doctor, located 
in Chicago, Cleveland, Philadel­ 
phia, San Franscisco and New 
York. The four year college 
level course includes many pre­ 
medical subjects. There are ap­ 
proximately 
8,000 
trained 
to 
serve the populace in the entire 
country with some 85 practic­ 
ing in Indiana. Of the total num­ 
ber, 28 serve in Indianapolis, 
down from 38 a few years ago. 
Aching feet are no respecters 
of position or of people. Mil­ 
lionaires, 
the 
housewife, 
and 
the president of one of the lar­ 
gest Hoosier based pharmaceu­ 
tical firms visit one local “doc­ 
tor” waiting beside welfare 
recipients. A 200 pound man 
gives a pounding to his feet 
equivalent to 88 tons of weight. 
Studies show a letter carrier 
walks an average of 22 miles 
a day; 
a Christmas shopper 
covers 11 miles; the policeman 
**pounding" a beat, 14 miles; 
and the average housewife over 
5 miles every day. 
Sicilian peasants sleep with 
their feet resting on pillows, 
since feet and not heads are 
believed to do the harder work. 
Americans generally disregard 
the feet, and 80 percent of adults 
in the country over age 40 have 
problems including bunions, ath­ 
letes foot, calluses, corns and 


ingrown nails. There are approx­ 
imately 75 ailments that can 
affect the foot which is a mas­ 
terpiece of anatomical engineer­ 
ing. There are 33 joints in each 
foot and one-fourth of all of the 
bones in the entire body are 
located in the feet. 
Abraham Lincoln wore a size 
14B shoe and had a private 
chiropodist. He is often quoted 
as saying: “ I can not think 
when my feet hurt me.” Pain 
from the extremities does not re­ 
main localized and can influ­ 
ence the entire health. 
Head­ 
aches, severe backaches, nau­ 
sea and sharp temper are but a 
few of the results. 
Some 2 milllion Americans 
were kept out of the armed forc­ 
es during World War II, and 60,- 
000 serving suffered frost bite 
or “trench-foot.” Amputation of 
toes or feet was necessary in 
many cases. Perspiration froze 
with little opportunity to change 
to dry socks. Temperature of 
the foot is 82 degrees compared 
to the 98.6 degree regular body 
tem perature. The lower tem per­ 
ature is a built in safety feature 
discouraging many infections. 
Moisture, darkness and low 
oxygen supply however, aid the 
growth of a fungus condition 
known as athlete's foot. Shoes, 
being made o animal skins, con­ 
tribute to the continued growth 
of the germs. Proper care of 
shoes can help kill the germs. 
Shoes need to be furnished. It 
is suggested that they be plac­ 
ed in a box containing an open 
bottle 
of 
formaldehyde. 
Left 
sealed for two days, the vapors 
will kill the germs. 
Many foot problems are caus­ 
ed by being overweight, wear­ 
ing socks too short or ill fit­ 
ting shoes, constant walking on 
hard surfaces, as well as weak­ 
nesses at birth abused with age. 
Many can be prevented by pro­ 
per care. A few problems such 
as club-foot and some flat-feet 
are hereditary or congenital. 
Podia iar lists 
would 
like 
to 
spread the practice of regular 
visits and check-ups as the den-, 
tal profession has done. 
Remember, take care of your 
feet and they will last you a 
lifetime.

South Vietnam 
Does Not Object 
To Peace Plan 
SAIGON (AP) i— Vice Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky said today 
he sees no obstacles on the 
South Vietnamese side to the 
new Communist peace proposal 
that all U.S. troops be with­ 
drawn from the country by the 
end of this year. 
Ky’s statement came as Hen­ 
ry A. Kissinger, President Nix­ 
ons national security adviser, 
met with top U.S. officials to 
reportedly map plans for speed­ 
ing American troop pullouts as 
part of a major review of In­ 
dochina policy. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu. 
meanwhile, told newsmen that 
total American withdrawal by 
the end of the year is some­ 
thing that the United States and 
South Vietnamese governments 
“must discuss together.” He 
said he would confer with Kissi­ 
nger Sunday on the rate of U.S. 
troop reductions. 
In a statement released by 
his press office Ky said: “Con­ 
cerning the demand of the 
timetable for troop withdrawal, 
I see no obstacles on the South 
Vietnamese side." 
Ky, who has announced he 
will oppose Thieu in the Oct. 3 
presidential election said the 
seven-point Viet Cong proposal 
has three main points. 
Two of them, he said, were 
(he tying of the release of all 
prisoners to a total withdrawal 
of American forces by the end 
of this year.
